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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues with respect to claims 1, 7 
and 12, that Szabo teachs or suggests determining an optimal number of higher-layer/UDP/IP packets that can be multiplexed onto a 
single lower-layer/PPP packet as part of determining a lower-layer/PPP packet size based on the error rate. The examiner disagrees. 
Applicant's attention is directed to Szabo reference at page 1, col. 1 lines 49-51 where Szabo clearly teaches "wherein a multitude of 
RTP/UDP/IP packets are compresses and multiplexed into a so-called PPP packet before being transmitted over an IP core network." 
(determining an optimal number of higher-layer/UDP/IP packets that can be multiplexed onto a single lower-layer/PPP packet means). 
Szabo reference is incorporated with McDermott reference at page 2, col. 2 lines 18-21, where McDemott clearly teaches "dynamically 
control the size of wireless (image) data packets responsive to a received bit error rate of the packets" (as part of determining a lower- 
layer/PPP packet size based on the error rate means). Determining the lower-layer packet size is determining an optimal number of the 
higherlayer packets to be transmitted, therefore, Szabo, Sen and McDEmott teach all of limitations recited in the claims. 
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
